I doubt not, but that rule and gouemement, wherewith 
God hath bleſſed you inchis Common welch of —_—_ , 
zhall haue as glorious an ende, in the ſuppreſsing & roo- 
ting out of ſinne, as it hath had a bleſſed entraunce, and 
continued vntill this day, in ſupporting and 3 
of the truth: If any thing in this my ſmall volume, shall 
appeare to be leſſe ſtudied, and mote craggedly handled, 
then commonly the ſtoorehouſes of young Occupiers,as 
Iam, ought to be. I haue a excuſe vnto your Lord-

pelled mee to lay afive my Paper and my Inke, and 
betake my ſelfe to other exerciſe: The tryall in the o⸗ 
ther, ſhut vp all hope that J had, if hee that the 
actions of men, as J did know and am aſſured, coulde 
not alſo deſpoſe the hart and ſecrete cogitations of all 
fleſh: Mherfoze the pꝛaper of the Loꝛde, though it 
be generally taugbt of all, and thonght to bee as baſe 
arid hotly were are, ſuchas cucry poze man lyinge tot- 
tered in his ragges , and the baſe hufbandman in the 
feeld is content to ble (fo; this their ſakes alſo in con- 
tempte)yet when J gaue my ſelfe to the loking ther⸗ 
on, J found a greate deale moze Paiefty therin con- 
fayned, then any one earthly creature can compiſe : 
As'foz the notable and famous men of late memozie : 
diſplaying their Jnſignes ſo glozioufly in the ſight of 
men, ſhewinge vs how to war, and to pight battayle 
with the woꝛld and the diuel: how to pꝛay, to whom 
wherfoze , and fo; what canſes : with otherar 
and goodly furniture belonginge therunto, as becom- 
meth thoſe that will know the Lo2de : yet J can not 
ſay, though they played their partes very conningly, 
and w2if very ſubtellpe, and tompꝛehended all that 
they did artificially : that tberſoꝛe they ſwalowed 
whole multitudes of ſuch as ſucceeded them : Foz ne 
ther Ireneus layed , becauſe that the tp

went bekoze him, kne we the Lo2de : nepther Origen 
kepte backe his hand, oz lefte his pen, oz diſpiſed la⸗ 
boz , albeit, the matters hee tooke vpon him, were 
deſcribed of others: And as foz thoſe ſucceeded them, 
eyther faltered they in their ſpech, oꝛ ſwounded they 
in common falke, oz did they fall, becauſe Cuill, oz Ie- 
rom, 02 Cryſoltom,oz Ambroſe, plentifally,and verye 
faythfully with great zcale and ſinguler trauaple, 
painted fozth the dealing and conuerſatid of the men 
that liued then? J ſay nape: but thoſe flowing wits, 
did leaue behind them a gret light to their poſteritie, 
and they that came after, ſucked out the Barrow and 
the ſtrength, and robbed their P2ogenito2s:and after 
that, became as mighty in their laboures, ⁊ as valp⸗ 
aunt in their wzightinges, and as pleaſaunt in their 
tongue and language, as the moſt renowmed men of 
them that liued in fozmer ages: And that à can ſe, 
02 may iudge as pet, our time hath bin as well bleed 
with flouriſhinge wittes , and our men that now line 
garniſhed with ſo great knowledge, as J do, and dare 
incourage them al that loue the Loꝛzd, to pzoced mans 
fully in their callinges: in as mutch as both our Foz⸗ 
fathers, haue not ſtolne away all comendation from 
vs that follow them: nepther we ſhut vp into ſo nas 
rowe a roome, but that in the light and beauty of the 
dayes wherin we be , wee may amonge many good 
and excellent wziters, ſay ſomething: To him that 
looketh foz the firſt place, it is good to contente him | 
with the ſecond oz the thirde degree; Foz him that J 
gapeth to contend fo2 the reſt , if her wilbe aduertiſed ; 
by me, be ſhall thinke himſelle well, if hie can haue 
place with the hindermoſt. So that great thinges | 
ſhall not diſmape, the weake: and ſimple men ſhall [ 
ſtande by the beſt ; But if any one pleaſed with bis 1 
condition, can kepe a meane, that is he, that wall 
baue the commendation from them bothe: As —

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fhis my trauaile, and firſt byzth (as it were) paſted 
ſo mutch the moze , as A deſire earneſtly the Church 
of the Lozde God ſhould iniop it: ſœing it is my firſt 
Babe, J willingly offer him vnto vou all toloke vp⸗ 
on him: and this Booke J gine it the rather to young 
men, as J my ſelfe am but growing vp, and attende 
the god leyſure ofthe Lo2de, that can increaſe any

Nepther can J ſee, if ſo bee this wozks 
were taken in hand by any other learned and ſkilfull 
in iudgement : but that hee whiche looketh on it, 
might receiũe greate comfozt , and ſinguler pleaſure 
in the ſame ; Conſideringe that hee looketh vpon the 
Lo2de God, and talketh familiarly with Chꝛiſte, and 
is bolde to pꝛeſente him ſelfe beefoze Aungelles and 
powzes, and pꝛapeth foz his „ and is mm 7

of ſo good and gratious a Loꝛde, as our God is: That 
giueth when he aſketh, openeth when be knocketh, 
beſtoweth when be demaundeth, that hal feare him 
and call on bis name faythfally: Alſo whoſoener bui⸗ 
eth of his Parchandziſe , and vſeth it well to the gls- 
ry of the Loꝛde, and p2ofitinge himſelfe with others: 
bee layeth not vp treaſure that is to be taken frõ him, 
but caryeth it with him vnto Peauen, and it lyeth by 
him foz euer: And amonge all the thinges pꝛetious 
and excellent that J hane ſ@ne on earth, neuer fooke 
I moze comfozte in any one then this: that the glozp 
of the Lo2de , and theſweetnes of his woade,and this 
helps wherin by pꝛaper J baue all that is neceſſary 
both heanenly and terreſtriall :tittelled mee from 
time to time, till J had injoyed them: of trueth, neuer 
rauiſhed with any pleaſure of man ſo much, as of late 
in the meditation, and heavenly ſpeche that J had, 
when JI queſtioned to and froe with the Lozde God, 
what it was be would haue his people and pwze fa⸗ 
mely that pincth away tn this wozld , fo looke vpon : 
From whom I receiged this meſſage: that ſepnge it

Luke: all which you ſhall finde layd on a heape, and 
knitte vp togeather in my ſecond Bake, Ot thoſe 
that come betwixt, epther pꝛecepts, epther rules, ei⸗ 
ther exhoztations, epther demaundes, eyther things 
that bee amiſſe, eyther ſach as bee well , epther life, 

eyther dealinges and demeanoz of men, that ſhewe 

themſelues in their pꝛoper places: them J exhoꝛte e- 
very man, to take pꝛiuatip vnto him, not to vſe them 
as common vnto all: As concerning my iudgement

ner of oꝛdinauntes, giuen directly from God unte 
the firſt creation, The firſt is the knowledge of him 
and of his woꝛd. The ſecond, the maner of pzayer 
and of callinge on the Lozde : wherin Jdo exempte 
and ſeuar from the Church, all fond and counterfet 
illuſtons , crept in by the vanity and ſuperſtition of 
men Foz as bee that made and created all, was 
partner with no man in that ſingular wozke of bis. 
So is it not tobe permitted, that any one ſhoulde 
haue that glozy , which is due onely to his Paieſty. 
Therfoze hee hath ſcated vp as pzoper to his ſeucral 
vſe, all manner of adozation, all inuotation and er- 
neſt affection of the ſpirite, neyther hath her giuen 
liberty to the Sonnes of men, to ble it any other- 
wiſe , then in his name: the certaynty whereof is 
knowne in this, fo that our Sautou · Chꝛiſt * 
giuen by his comminge vnto'man ; 
Keyes to open and ſhut the Gates * 
Goſj pell wherin the euerlaſtinge God is knowne, 
and Jeſus Chi whom he bath ſent: togeather 
with our duety and feruency , and the vſe therof,as 
the vniting of vs all in both the ſatramentes. S0 
that of theſe as of a ſwete ſauoꝛ, do the odours cum 
vp out of that golden Cenſar , which offer and pꝛe⸗ 
ſent them ſetues befoze his Thzone, the pzayers-of 
his Sainctes. Wherfoze J bane aboue all other, as 
one albeit in the grenenes of my dayes (peraduen⸗ 
ture alſo rawnes of time) far vnmete to diſcerne 
ſo great a matter. Pet made chopſe eſpecially of 
this, that a plarne and perfect way may be knowen 
wherin to walne. Foz that enery one is ready to 
come vnto the Alter, and many in theſe dayes 
thinks them ſelues diſcharged , come they to the 
Temple to heare Elyas.

And this, it was dꝛawne from 
the cuſtome and oꝛdinance of the diſciples of Iohn:

Both which giue mee 
occaſion to deuide o make diſtribution of the ſame 
woꝛdes: foz in the demaunde oz requeſte of his diſ⸗ 
ciplcs, ts contayned an entraunce oꝛ pathway vnto 
pꝛaper, which you ſhall finde to be onely handled in 
this firſt pece of this wozke,and as foz the anſwere 
of Chꝛiſt, that, it is now to long to ſtand vpon : foz 
a b2efe erpoſition with the meaning therof, it is to 
bee looked foz, in the ſecgnde part of this Bake.

of Seth. Gen, 4. 26, of Noe, Gen. 6.6, and Gen, 8.22, 

In this age menne are not ſayd to haue ſo fall 
knowledge of God, onely to haue ſacrifiſed,and cal- 
led on God, and not by the wozd pꝛaying. Albeit it 
was not without interceſſion, But in the dayes of 
Abram , afterwarde called Abraham, the way and 
manner of calling on the name of God, is moſt lines 
ty expꝛeſſed, as Gen, 22. 8, Gen, 13. 4. Therfoze al- 
ſo had Abraham, the commendacton of the Lozd, in 
the training and bzinging vp of his youth and houſ⸗ 
holde, as Gen, 18. 19, Do Abraham his ſeruaunt 
pꝛaied, when her went to get his Paiſters Sonne a 
Wife, from Caran of Meſopotamia, of the houſe of 
Nicor. Gen. 24.12, So IKaack went out to pzay in 
the eueninge, verſe. 63, er this began the woꝛd 
of God to bee moze fully knowne vnto our fathers. 
Dee was not onely moze openly wozſhipped, but 
moze reuerently and dnely honoꝛed. Fo2 Moyſes 
pꝛayed fo2ty dayes and fo2ty nightes . Deut 9. 25, 
Alſo foz his Siſter Pary , ſtroken with a leopꝛoſte, 
foz that ſhee rebelled agaynſt her Bꝛother. Numb 12 
13, Therfoze alſo God commaunded Joſuah , to

18 : ſo did Salo- 
mon, euen in the ropaltye and ſtatelyneſle of his 
Pꝛinces. Ottering vp burnt offrings,and treſpas 
offerings and conſecrating the Temple newly dedi- 
cated, 2. Kings, 8. 22. ſtode befoze the Alter in the 
ſight of the congregatio,and ſtretched out his hands 
towardes Peauen. An the ſame manner Chziſte 
pꝛaped fo vs. Ioh. 16, 26, and 7. 9. and 20. Vee 
p2ayeth alſo fo2 Peter.

It wee 
loke vp to Heauen, the glozy and furniture therof 
condempneth vs,foz they ronne out their race, and 
kepe their appoynted circuit, as men of war, pꝛe⸗ 
pared vnto battaple, they neuer retire backe vn⸗ 
crowned, Pan only among them that haue reaſon, 
bery vareaſonable , alwapes rebelleth and reaſo- 
neth with God, Ik we turne our eyes to ſee the 
earth, the creatures therin , they curſe the tate of 
man, and grone to be at liberty, acknowledgings 
dur fall, and ſœinge the dichonour wherunto wee. 
be come, that ſtandinge ſo ſurely , wauer now ſo 
bꝛickellp, and lining happely,are now falne to mi- 
ſery: decapinge not ſtapinge, till he that fit aboue 
inthe Beauens renue agapn our fozmer ſtate, and 
bzinge vs holme tolyfe, Therfoze pꝛay without 
interceſſion, that the god of glozy may recompencs 
thoſe that bee his,at his appearing.

The Koꝛd our God, he is a man of 
warre, his name is Ichouah: hee ſcattereth the Cha- 
ryots in his wzath, he ſendeth out lightning in his 
fury, be chaſtneth his enemies as a valiaunt cham⸗ 
pion , and battereth in peces the bulwozkes of the 
wicked: ſo excelent is he, and ſo kinde a Loꝛd, vnto 
ſuch as feare him, that trouble, perſecution, death 
it ſelfe is conquered, where hee helpeth vs: anguiſh 
of minde, and penury be comon meſſengers, where 
be aſſaulteth vs. 
C The faxth cauſe is, and the laſt. 

The Diuil and Sathanas, that aſſayeth continual- 
1p, and wozketh craftelp, to bereaue vs of the bono: 
wer loke fo; , from the Lozde. That ſubtilly pꝛe⸗ 
nenteth vs, watchfuly intangleth vs: ſo deceiptful⸗ 
ly ſnareth vs, to dꝛiue vs from our God. Mer hath 
a number at his becke , as Pages to wayte on vs, 
Seruaunts be hath great ſtoze at bis commaunde- 
ment to withdzawe vs: eſpyes hee appoynteth to 
ranſacke dur dwinges, the moze eaſely to betray vs. 
Foz he is the pꝛince of this woꝛld, hæ ruleth cheef- 
lpe.

Al giue not eare to Moſcs, ſome die with Scorpions, 
The Manhu it nouriſhed not alike, foz to ſome it is 
deſtruction in the eatinge: there is one Iefabell as 
monge the Pꝛinces: one Nabal among the Iſraelit:: 
one Iſmael in Abrahams houſe : one Abſolon in Da- 
uids Courte:ſo is there many Hipocrits among me, 
Some euill cluſters among Grapes : ſome Biers 
amonge trees: ſome Nettels among hearbes: ſome 
Darnell among cozne: ſome Cockle among wheat: 
and ſome wickedamong god. The Sea it hath the 


Saphirre, and the Diamonde, and the Emerolde, 


and it hath the Pupill Stones, and it hath the 
ſtately Fiſhe , and the thinne and tender Barcks, 
as well as great and mighty ſhippes. The earth it 
ſeife hath many childꝛen, and from her bꝛeſts come 
diuers Twinnes, pet be they not alike. The woods 
they baue their Pine, their Peatche, their Clme, 


their Apple, their Cipzus, and their Cedzus , the 
C Wolet 
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Uiolct,and the Criſtolet, it hath the Eꝛome, it hath 
the Nut, it bath tie Crab: and ſo hath Oed, he hath 
the god, her hath the bad. The Heauens they make 
but one compaſſe, they dzaw their traine alike, and 
very gloziouſip they incloſe with like countenance 
all ſuch as dwell on carth: Pet tell mee whichof 
them treadeth like ſteppes as cther do? oz runneth 
not ſwiftly, oz flycth ſpeedelp, oz bendeth crokedly, 
oz windeth narrowly, oz pꝛaunſeth not fozth moze 
va liauntlp, oz clls retireth wearely, 02 mouteth not 
fozth moze gredely?Againeto wee not wõder at the 
Sonne, that leadeth the fozefronte of the battaple, 
with his glittering armour: whom the mone fclo- 
weth with contrary attire, the Ringeleader and 
Mitltreſſe of the night: vpon whom there waytcth 
ſuch a number of fayze damſels, euerp one hauinge 
ſo ſeueral a tountenaunce, that ech man may know 
their diſpoſitions, tbeir way vnto their Louſes is ſo 
contrary, Then let man alone, fo2 h& hath diuers 
childꝛen: and let him that is aboue wozke in man, 
foʒ fundzp bee his benefittes, and let vs ſubmit our 
ſelues vnto the hands of Cod that guideth vs. Foz 
as out of the Eden goeth a Riuer that watereth the 
Garden, and is deuided into foure heads.

witten. Exod. 13. Deut.5. The ſecond cauſe of Sab- 
bothe, is ecclefiaſticall , oz fo2 the Church: becauſe as 
there was aſſembling togeather of the zewes, wher- 
in the Loꝛd was renerenced, and his Sabboth halow⸗ 
ed, ſoeſpeciallye fo2 this, that agreeinge in one, we 
might be mẽbers and pꝛokeſſoʒs of one Chꝛiſte, which 
was the only end ofthe Law. Foz as they had the Tas 
bernacle to come vnto, ſo they had the ſeneral times 
appoynted to meete in: their Paſfoner, foz their deli⸗ 
nery out of Aegjpt : their Penticoſt foz the remembe- 
raunte ofthe lawe giuen by Moſes : their feaſt of Ta- 
bernacles,fo2 that God kepte and deliuered their Fas 
thers in the Mildernes the ſpace of fozfy peares. Do 
that as they did mete and had ſeneral places foz the ir 
offeringes , ſo dught wee to bee gathered togeather at

Which how much it diffcreth fro them in our 
Engliſh Church (wherof the Lozde be merciful vnto 
vs, there is a great nomber)eucry where ſpꝛong vp ol 
late: denying our oꝛder t manner in bapfiſme , thꝛu⸗ 
ſting ſuch fro the Supper of p Lo2d as they like not: 
take them ſclucs onelp foz the pure & perfect church, 
refuſing others, with ſuch like opinions a number, as 
p like bath ben ſeldome ſeen inany age, in any church 
ſince Chziltes comming in ſo ſhozt a ſpace,as is now.

Ive as the Loꝛde liueth, ił hee ſtretch fozth his hande 
ouer a Citye and deſtroy pꝛouiſion of bead, and ſend 
dearth amonge them to diſtroy man and beaſt in the 
keelde, though Noe, Daniell and Iob , thoſe thꝛe men 
were among them: yet ſhall they ſaue but their own 
ſoules . If A bꝛing nopſome beaſtes into the lande to 
waſte it vp, and leaue it deſolate, that no man may 
go therein, foz Scoꝛpions and wilde beaſtes. If theſe 
three men were there, they ſhoulde ſaus but their 
owne ſoules. And if he ſende out a Peſtilence into 
the lande, and pw2e out his ſoꝛe indignation on it in 
blood, ſo that he rooteth out both man and beaſte, If 
Noe, Daniell, f Iob , were therin , they Could deliner 
neypther ſonnes, neyther doughters, but ſane their

That being 
defaced heretofoze with baſe and homely doctrine, 
craueth to be fed with good Diſcipline , and receine 
good and ſtrong meate from you:and J craue it in the 
name of Jeſus Chʒiſt which hath bought you, and foz 
bis bloudſhedding which hath ranſomed you, and foz

J may well ſay that the Res 
gions are tipe alreadie vuto Barueſt,but the woꝛke⸗ 
men, they are vnſkilful in their dooings, foz they cut 
downe, e they ſpoyle the bꝛanches of the gocd Uine, 
um not able: A in their ſeaſon: They

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daue ſo by the ſpace of many yeres overſhadowed the 
litle graftes, and kepte vnder the ſimple ſoules by 
cloake of ſuperſtition : Chat foz lacke of the Sun, the 
ſinſceare and true meaninge of the woꝛde, that hath 
bin kepte from them, bytheſe rotten and ſhackering 
boughes,, ther are even now falne to the ground and 
wythereyz O loꝛdo : howe many poꝛe and fillye 
Creatures of God haue pyned away, which neuer 
knew what Jeſus Chꝛiſte mente: how many is there 
that if they had taſted of this Bꝛeade of lyfe , wheron 
wee feed, would molt willingly haue nouriſhed them 
ſelues ther with, and foz the want therof,hane died in 
bonger: Wherfoze and foz which cauſe(cuen in the 
Lode Chꝛiſte and in his blod, A ſpeake thus mntch) 
Lhe Lozd hath ſo bleſſed the ſonnes of his Pꝛophets, 
and Gilzall is become ſo glozyous tn the ſight of God, 
and and Ierico where our Nazariſtes bee, is 
now come unto ſo full a groath: as that ſince the Lozb 
bath giuen his woꝛde to man, a moze happye and 
flouriſhing eſtate, was neuer ſ&ne among the ſonnes 
of P2zopbettes'. It is our humble ſutes, that as 
G D bath bleſſed them, ſo Ely and Elyas, woultg 
now bzinge theſe younge Leuites, into the Zabers 
nacle of the Lo2de , to ſerue there, The Lo2d God 
ſende downe vpon you the full meaſure and abouns 
daunce of his ſpirite, that thoſe may bee choſen out 
as fittcſte foz Iſraell, that are meeteſt to beare the 
Arke of the Lozde: The Lo2de ſende vs his P20- 
phettes of his grace and goodneſſe, that as hee hath 
giuen-mercyfully vnto vs, a long, calme, and quiet 
Sommer: therin ta make ripe , andfully to ſtreng⸗ 
then our ſtudyes, ſuch a time, as heretofoze wee nes 
ver hadde: ſo in the pleaſure and greenenes of this 
ſame tyme , wee ſuffer not the fruicte which is loo⸗ 
ked fo2 at our handes, to wyther away, but that 
wee mare bzinge it into Jill common Wealthe 
J 
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amonge others, and pzofit them which baue eythef 
litle 02 ſmall ſ&ill in the wozde of God, and that hope 
to bee only releeued, by our dooings : And that God 
that heatherto hath bleſled them, in that his fauour 
euen laſt of all, hauinge ſayd what J do thinke, and 
vttered that J meane , in a trae teſtimony of my con⸗ 
ſcience: I craue pardon at pour handes , my fellowe 
Bꝛetheren and labozers in the Lozd: Take this mp 
farewell and laſt ſpeeche among pou, Euen to pou 
of Cambzidge, J alſo.ſometime of Cambzidge , do 
ſpeake: To others, men of learning and wiſdome , 1 
a litle erperienced in readinge , and as one ſnatch- 
inge heare and there that which hee coulde get at ſtu- 
dye, make my humble ſute and erneſt requeſte with 
bartye god will vnto pou all: That the houſe of the 
Lo2de, wonderfullye decaped, and bzoken downe in 
many places in England: the wales therof ſo ſhaken,

the handes of fozrein men) J ſay from that day of iop 
and mirth, vntill this hower : many Churches, ſuns 
d2y congregations , diners Pariſhes in this Realme, 
eyther are deſtitute altogeather, oz ſeldome in ſeuen 
Feres,02 neuer in many Ponethes,o2 not at all ſince 
the pꝛeathinge of the Goſpell, haue had any one good 
P2eacher to teache them: Our P3ophets , they tas 
ry at holme, and very lothe they bee fo go abzoave , ſo 
many troubles, and . 
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ko them in the common wealth: ' And verely Jean © 
ſcarce blame them: fo if they doo, they are fayne to 
goe into the fesldes to gather their owne meate (if fo 
tbey will,) as though there were now a dearth amvg 
them:and then there daintieſt feed it is but Pottage: 
If (which is wozſe)they bappen to gather ſome Coli- 
quintida 02 of þ wilde Uine, tbey may ſterue o2 els be 
poiſoned, there is neuer an Elyza to helpe th: 02 any 
one (ſo rare it is) like vnto that Sunamite commended 
of the Lozde: that if a P2ophet az man of God come 
by him, wil call him, oꝛ appoina him a place, o: make 
dim a chaumber, oz wall it about, oz ſet him a bedde 
there, oz a Table, oz a ſfoole oz a Candeiſticke, to en- 
tertapne dim and his ſeruaunt, it hee turne thyther 
o2 come that way: That J might haue good occaſion 
to charge them to ſtay at holme and bee content with 
their ſmall pꝛouiſion, fo2 they ſhalbe fed as hongerly 
when they come ab2oad, as euer they were, whe they 
their ſtudy: And vet this is not my meaning: foz 
without doubt, if we were as ready to ſerue the Loꝛd, 
as God would bee if wer walked vpzightly , toblefſe 
vs: though they woulde not oz they could not, oz that 
the peopte were harde and ſfony vato vs: yet the Lo 
would p2onide vs meate,yea though it were from the 
mouth of the Rauens , and wer ſhould bee as well ly⸗ 
king wi the pulſe and the pottage wheron wee feete , 
as any other though they were in the Kinges Court, 
with all their datnties > Wherfoze let no man bee 
diſcourged, we are but as our fathers were: further- 
mo2e it is our poztion in this lite, to bee in bondage 
in this wozld: And ik wee were not, as now we are, 
very ſecure , the Lozde would deliner vs: It is a 
pittifull thinge , and J can not but vtter it, take it as 
you will: wee diſagree among our ſelues, and bee at 
diſcozde with in our owne houſe: and there is harte 
bacning euen amõg thoſe that miniſter in the Ephod- 
and 
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and ſerue at the Table of the Loꝛde : The thing is fo 
open, the grudge is ouer well knowen: as foz the con⸗ 
tention I would it were ſo great as that of the Pꝛo⸗ 


_phets was, that any iuſt quarrel might be pꝛetended: 


but in as much, as neither the wozke is falſified that 
appertaineth to the holy buildings, noz the garments 
o2 d Uke, oz the fine purple and wzeathed waz ke, cõ⸗ 
trary to the commaunvemente of God ; but pour diſ⸗ 
putation is about Snuſfers, e Beſams, and fuch baſs 


and homly ſtaffe,, which yon thzuſte into the Taber⸗ 


nacle of our God,+ lay vpon vs being things ot no va- 
lue: thercfoze J am not purpoſed to defend the at this 
time, but to pzay vnto the Loꝛd to pꝛepare our hartes 
aright, that wee may vſe them equall and as becoms 
meth vs, bothe of them; Pauing foz al that. great and 
wayghty matters, to charge them with, that thzong 
in vpon vs with their ſuperſtitious gloſing : very de- 
firous to know what conſcience there is, and how re⸗ 
uerently it may bee done, that hauinge ſo goodly , ſo 
great, ſo famous and excellent guiftes , they ſhall foz 
all that, leaue the people of God vafed , ſee the poze 
flocke of the Lo2de ſterue befoze their faces, the lame 
man and ſimple ſoule dye foz foode ; they hide them - 
ſelues and lurke in pziuate coꝛners, gadding a bꝛoad 
like men ol occupations attired like pꝛenteſies ras 
ther then Pzeachers teaching in ſcholes, then ſpea⸗ 
king in Pulpets, and all fo2 þ vanyty and immagina⸗ 
tion of our harts,o2 foʒ the vnrulines,o2 foz the blinds 
nes, oz fo; the vnſkilfalnes of ignoraunt men. 
Furthermoze there is no cauſe , that they whoſe doc⸗ 
trine and life, manners and knowledge, is compara⸗ 
ble almoſt with thoſe the beſt that beare the cheefeſte 
places in the common weltb, ſhould diſguiſedly tranſ- 
fozme them ſelues to all faſhions , that they bee readi⸗ 
er to runne a hoyting and raunginge abzoad thozow 
every petty and bye holes in ——— | 
ge 
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teaching in pꝛiuate houſes: miniſtring and ſeruing 


in pꝛiuate places: diſwading not perſwading once to 
god oꝛders: diſfiguring their calling, and laving allde 
their function where vnto they are choſen: and ſœ⸗ 
king to be plauſable among the ruder ſozte: ſeruing 
their affections, and pelding to their deſires, as como 
mon Chapemen, to buy and ſell : and to lay abzode 
whatſoeuer diſozders ſhall be bzought into the com⸗ 
mon welth: ſo that after this my laſt peticion and res 
queſt, vnto you all in the Church of the Loꝛde: ſpeci- 
ally to vou at this pꝛeſent gathered together to ſhewe 
pour duetie and readineſſe, and pour god affecti- 
on that you beare to the Lozd God: reioyſing ſo much 
the moze as I ſe ſo godlya companie aſſembled and 
met in one to ioyne and knit handes to the finiſhing 
and reiſing vpof the ſpirituall Hieruſalem: I ſay, 
vnto you all J power fozth with a wandering minde, 
and verie vnwilling heart theſe my hindermoſt and 
lat wozdes : And they be: that none of you doe come 
as the ſonnes of Ely did to them of Iuda,bzinging with 
you a thzee fozked fleſhoke, to plucke out the meate 
that is in the pottes , if any one denie it you: Oz that 
vou pzeſume to take this charge fo2 the loue of money 
and greedineſſe vnto gaine , as fome have done: oz 


that yon be a diſhoner vnto the famely o Lo2dc, . 


traunſpoztedand boꝛne about from place... place like 
maſterleſſe men: Mauing no abode, no not a hole 
to lay pour heades in, to vnſeemely in theſe our 
dayes, where a number doe ſit in the heigh wayes, 
and in the gates of other men wayting foz a piece of 
bzeadse and fo2 almes at their handes, when it were 
fitter that they were kepers of hoſpitalitie , them 
ſelues: Againe J require and pzay vou earneſtly a 
ſeruaunt of the LON DE and fellowe labourer 
with vou: To ſcatter your ſelues thozow 
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tions, that all cau ntries may heare your voice, and 
euerie parte thereof may glozifie the Logzde. Fols 
lowe not the cuſtome-ofour Pete men, verie 
daintie and cope, ſo nice as map be, if they (& a Sur⸗ 
pleſſe, 02a Coope: Pet they will thzuft them of their 
acco2de into others mens charge, and take vpon them 
gouernement in the iuriſdiction of others, and 
ſpꝛeade ab2od the infirmities of weake bꝛethzen, and 
diſpence a peare ſome times. moneths (if they thinks 
god) and often many weekes, to fatilfie the vnſatia- 
ble demaundes of their confederates : yet cannot find 
in their heart to beſtowe them in any other fozaine 
and ſtraunge place, where the woꝛde ot God hath 
not bene heard, to doe god there: And fo conclude, 
let there be one agreement, one b2zotherhoode , one 
voice, and one ſounde in all pour pꝛeaching, ſpeake 
not cantrarie thinges: a verie common thing in these 
dayes, men haue learned to diſſemble ſo gloziouſiy:Al- 
ſo J deſire vou, nay J charge you in the Lozy Chꝛiſt, 
that you be not of diuers mindes,but that yon teach 
one G O D, and one Chꝛiſte, whome he hath ſent 
ſowing abꝛoade no newe and phantaſticall opinions: 
oꝛ ſcattering diueliſh and olde hereũies: o2 inuenting 
ſtraunge and fonde nouelties: thzuſting vppon the 
ſimple ſoules inuocations, and fables, whiche ap⸗ 
perteine not to edification: All whiche are bzought in 
at this day by the Sciſmatickes of aur time, and now 
trouble the common wealth: that the ſame ſwozde 
wbiche appertained at the firſt all alone to the Pas 
giſtrate , to the rooting aut ot vice, and hewing off 
of the Papiſtes: is nowe alſo faine to bee dzawne 
fooꝛth, to cut off them: Mell, the Loꝛde graunte 
(if ſoit bee his will ) peace to IHieruſalem, and long 
life to the daughter of Syon, and toy and tranquili⸗ 
tie to vs of his Church: that ſhee may bee b2ought 
to knowe the will ol the L OR DE, and wee 2 
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led by him, in all our exerciſes : that the wozve may 
haue fre paſſage , his name onelpglozifted, his will 
knowen, his commaundementes kept, and the goſ- 
pel truely and ſincearely taught, to the maintenance 
and furthering of Religion, and the beating and ſup⸗ 
pꝛeſſing downe of ſinne, thozowe Jeſus Chziltc our 
Lozde. Amen. 
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
